A mother  was 

delivered  of  twin  girls  at 

Ipswich  Hospital  and  both  the  girls  died  during  the  first 
week  of  their  lives  from  an  epidemic  of  Summer  Diarrhoea 
which  was  prevailing  in  the  Ward  at  the  time  and  which  proved 
fatal  to  several  other  infants. 

These  deaths  gives  us  a rate  of  71-4  per 
thousand  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  49.

our  rate  is  36.3.

The  coldest  day  was  January  13th  when  there  was  seventeen 
degrees  of  frost.,  but  it  was  the  length  of  the  cold  spoil  that  was 
most  unusual  as  the  spell  lasted  nearly  until  mid  March,  a period 
of  ten  weeks*  From  the  available  statistics  there  seems  to  be  no 
doubt  that  this  year’s  January  and  February  taken  together  were 
unrivalled  for  sustained  vigour  by  any  corresponding  pair  of  months 
since  1695  when  navigation  on  the  upper  tidal  reaches  of  the  Thames 
were  last  restricted  by  ice  floes? 

With  the  possible  exception  of  1355  (the  ’’Crimean'1  winter)  we 
hove  to  go  back  to  1833  for  a parallel  experience. 

The  hottest  days  came  at  the  end  of  August  when  the  maximum  in 
the  shade  was  85.83  and  84  for  three  consecutive  days,  last  year  the 
highest  maximum  iws  87  on  July  9th. 


At  the  end  of  September  Mr*  H.W*  Witham,  having  reached  the 
age  limit,  had  to  retire  after  twenty -one  years  faithful  service. 

To  show  how  much  his  work  was  appreciated  ho  was  presented  with  a 
substantial  cheque  and  an  illuminated  album  containing  the  names  of 
all  the  subscribers.  Mr*  J.  Pilgrim  has  been  appointed,  in  his  place.
